To the inhabitants of the Town of Allenstown, in the County of Merrimack, New 
Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: You are hereby notified to meet at the 
Allenstown Elementary School on Thursday, February 7, 2008 at 7 p.m. with a snow date 
of Saturday, February 9, 2008 at 10 a.m. for the purpose of transacting all business other 
than voting by official ballot and thereafter to meet on Tuesday, March 11, 2008 between 
8:00 a.m. and 7:00 p.m. at the Allenstown Elementary School, to elect officers, vote on 
Zoning articles and to vote on all Warrant articles from the first session by official ballot. 


The meeting was called to order on Thursday, February 7, 2008 at 7:05 p.m. by 
Moderator Dennis Fowler. There were 56 registered voters in attendance. 


The Moderator noted there were non-residents present who may be speaking and asked if 
there were any objections. There were no objections. 


The Moderator stated that Allenstown was a SB-2 Town and defined the purpose of the 
meeting and went over the rules. 


The Moderator stated that voting on Articles | through 5 will take place on Tuesday, 
March 11, 2008. 


ARTICLE 1 


To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


ZONING WARRANT ARTICLES 
All new text is in bold print. 
ARTICLE 2 


Are you 1n favor of the adoption of amendment number 2 as proposed by the Allenstown 
Planning Board for the Allenstown Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


To amend article VI section 604 by deleting subparagraph c and replacing it as follows 
“A maximum of one utility shed or greenhouse not larger than 200 square feet of 
floor area with a height not greater than 7 feet to the eaves and 10 feet from the 
floor to the ridge, need not be set back more than 5 feet from any side or rear lot 
line and be no closer than 6 feet from any residence.” This article is recommended by 
the Planning Board. Will appear on the ballot as read. 
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ARTICLE 3 


Are you in favor of the adoption of amendment number 3 as proposed by the Allenstown 
Planning Board for the Allenstown Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


To amend article VXII section 1705h by deleting the existing subparagraph h in its 
entirety and replacing it as follows “No manufactured housing contained in a 
manufactured housing park shall be closer than 20 feet from the front boundary 
line or 15 from any side or rear line of the manufactured housing lot or space, 
except that a maximum of | utility shed or outbuilding no greater than 144 square 
feet of floor area may be located no less than 1 foot from the side or rear boundary 
line and be no closer than 6 feet from any residence. In no case shall a 
manufactured house be located within 30 feet of another manufactured house.” This 
article is recommended by the Planning Board. Will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 4 


Are you in favor of the adoption of amendment number 4 as proposed by the Allenstown 
Planning Board for the Allenstown Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


To amend article XI section 1112 by adding a subsection I which reads as follows: 
“Unless otherwise specified in this ordinance or the subparagraph or site plan 
review regulation for the Allenstown Planning Board all parking spaces shall be a 
minimum of 10 feet in width and 20 feet in length except the parking spaces which 
are located parallel to a travel isle shall be 10 feet in width and 22 feet in length.” 
This article is recommended by the Planning Board. Will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 5 


Are you in favor of adoption of amendment number 5 as proposed by the Allenstown 
Planning Board for the Allenstown Zoning Ordinance necessary to comply with 
requirements of the National Flood Insurance Program as follows: 


To amend Article XII by revising definitions of “Area of Special Flood Hazard”, 
“Development”, “Flood Elevation Study”, “Manufactured home”, “Regulatory floodway” 
and “Special flood hazard area”, by adding definition of “Manufactured home park or 
subdivision”, “New construction”, and “Violation”, and deleting the existing definitions 
of “Flood boundary” and Floodway Map”, by further revising references of “Zones A 
or 30” with Zones “A and AE”, changing references of “Wetlands Board” to “Wetlands 
Bureau”. Further revise references “Zones A1-30” to “Zone AE”, “unnumbered Z 
zones” with “Zone A”. Amend Item VII 3 to read: “Along watercourses with a 
designated Regulatory Floodway no encroachments, including fill, new construction, 
substantial improvements, and other development are allowed within the floodway”. 
Amend Item VII 4 to read: “Until a regulatory Floodway is designated along 
watercourses, no new construction, substantial improvements, or other development 
(including fill) shall be permitted within Zone AE on the FIRM, unless it is demonstrated 
by the applicant that the cumulative effect of the proposed development, when combined 
with all existing and anticipated development, will not increase the water surface 
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elevation of the base flood at any point within the community”. This article is 
recommended by the Planning Board. Will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 6 
The Moderator read article 6 as followed: 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifteen Million dollars 
($15,000,000.00) for the purpose of financing the upgrade and improvements to the 
Suncook Wastewater Treatment Facility (SWTF); to authorize the issuance of not more 
than $14,750,000.00 of bonds or notes in accordance with the provision of the Municipal 
Finance Act (RSA Chapter 33) and to authorize the Board of Selectman to issue and 
negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon; furthermore to 
authorize the use of up to $250,000.00 from the December 31 fund balance for this 
purpose (this amount is equivalent to the interest earned on bond proceeds transferred to 
the general fund on or before December 31); and further to authorize the Town of 
Allenstown to contract for and expend any federal and state aid available for the project 
or for which the project is or may be eligible so as to reduce the Town’s share of the total 
cost; and to take all other action necessary to carry out and complete this project. 
Repayment of the cost of this project will be shared by the Town of Allenstown and the 
Town of Pembroke, whereby Pembroke will reimburse Allenstown for Pembroke’s share 
of the cost, under the terms and conditions of the Intermunicipal Agreement between the 
Town of Allenstown and the Town of Pembroke for wastewater service, provided that, 
consistent with said agreement, revenue received from septage permits and fees by 
Allenstown shall be used to help offset the costs of septage processing and any excess 
revenues may be used to offset the costs of operation and maintenance of the SWTF or 
necessary upgrades of the SWTF. Thereafter, surplus revenue received from septage 
permits and fees shall be applied to payment of the cost of the bond. The Town of 
Allenstown’s share of the total cost is $7,200,000.00 (48%). The Town of Pembroke’s 
share of the cost is $7,800,000.00 (52%). (60% ballot vote required). (This article is 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen and is recommended by the Budget Committee) 


A Motion was made by Armand Verville and seconded by Bob Lee to add the following 
sentence near the end of Article 6 after the words ...of the cost of the bond. “Of the 
amount of Allenstown’s share not paid from other revenue sources, 10 percent will be 
paid from Allenstown property tax revenue and 90 percent from Allenstown sewer user 
fees 


Claude Brochu stated he would prefer it to be 100% from users. Kim Foss lives nearby 
and stated she noticed an odor in the past year. Dana Clement stated they were aware of 
odors in prior years and it seems to be an issue since last spring. He said they installed a 
chemical treatment system but are working on additional odor control measures. 


There was a general discussion on Allenstown and Pembroke usage and usage by other 
areas. Claude Brochu asked how much revenue we received from the tanks. Dana 
Clement stated in the first year the figure was $430,809, the second year $1,042,344 and 
last year $1,084,959. Judy Silva asked about the tax impact and a general discussion 
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ensued. Michael Trainque of Hoyle, Tanner Associates stated he put together a financial 
analysis and has a handout available which looked at three different scenarios. 


Theresa Zinis asked how many trucks were going down Ferry Street and stated she 
noticed odors at her house as well. Carolyn Gasby asked about the ratepayer and 
taxpayer impact amounts if the proposed amendment is passed. Tom Irzyk asked about a 
list of all tax haulers and how much money was taken in and where did it go. It was 
stated that in 2006 we took in 15,095,971 gallons of septic. 


Armand Verville stated that the reason for the amendment was that the payments from 
property tax revenues and sewer user fees were off balance. He felt payment of 10% 
from property tax revenues was fair for the amount of property available for commercial 
development. 


Valerie Merrill asked about the plan for Pembroke and Allenstown’s shares of payments. 
Michael Trainque stated that Pembroke would be reimbursing Allenstown for their share 
of the cost. Ray Grenier asked what would happen if Pembroke votes no and Allenstown 
votes yes. It was explained that if this Article passes Allenstown has to bond the full 
amount and Pembroke is obligated to pay. Dana Clement stated that last year an 
Intermunicipal Agreement was entered into which addressed the obligation to pay for the 
upgrade. Allenstown and Pembroke are bound by this Agreement. It was stated that a 
60% positive vote was necessary for this Article to pass, and that the grants cannot be 
applied for until the bond is passed. 


Tom Irzyk asked whether the Sewer Commission worked diligently in the past year to 
offset the bond cost. James Rodger stated they set some money aside to put toward bond 
costs. Richard Merrill asked what would happen if this Article does not pass. Michael 
Trainque stated there have been studies of the Merrimack River and there are 
requirements for treatment at the plant. He stated there could at some point be regulatory 
enforcement actions by the EPA to force us to update the facility. Bob Lee asked what 
the expansion would cost two years from now. John Teague, counsel for the Sewer 
Commission, discussed general revenue bond and special revenue bond. Armand 
Verville stated if the sewer users do not pay, the taxpayers are still on the hook. 


Brian Bedard, counsel for the Town of Allenstown, stated if there is a formal order by an 
agency requiring certain upgrades to the plant, they won’t care how you do it, you are 
going to have to pay for upgrades to the plant. He stated currently you control your fate 
with the ability to solicit grants and bond terms. Options should this not pass would be 
limited since you won’t be able to negotiate bond terms. 


Jim Rodger stated that the plant has always benefited the town and permits the schools, 
town hall, stores etc. to operate. This will benefit all residents and will offset the taxes. 
By a show of hands, Amendment fails. 


A Motion was made by Judy Silva and seconded by Armand Verville to add the 
following sentence at the end of Article 6 after (52%), “The bonding authority granted in 
this article is contingent on receiving grant funding in an amount of no less than 50% of 
the total amount appropriated.” 
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John Teague stated it could exceed the debt limit of the Town of Allenstown. If the bond 
passes we would have to go to the Governor and Council to exceed the debt limit. He 
stated to get to 50% it may take a long time, and that may make it impossible to apply for 
grants. He stated that unless this was researched by the authors of the amendment, it puts 
the whole thing in jeopardy. 


Richard Merrill stated this Article was defeated twice. He stated that the residents not in 
attendance do not have the benefit of discussions. By a show of hands, there were 26 
votes for and 20 votes against. Amendment passed. Will appear on the ballot as 
amended. 


ARTICLE 7 


The Moderator read article 7 as followed: 


Shall the Town of Allenstown raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not including 
appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the 
amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first 
session, for the purposes set forth therein, totaling Five Million Fifty-Seven Thousand 
Nine Hundred and Sixty-four Dollars ($5,057,964) Should this article be defeated, the 
default budget shall be Four million Eight hundred Sixty Five Thousand Nine 
Hundred and Sixty Eight Dollars ($4,865,968) which is the same as last year, with 
certain adjustments required by previous action of the Town of Allenstown or by law, or 
the governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13 X and 
XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operations budget only. (This article is 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen and is recommended by the Budget Committee.) 


NOTE: This warrant article (operating budget) does not include appropriations in ANY 
other warrant article. 


Carol Angowski questioned various increased department budgets. Sandy McKenney 
reviewed various increased in fixed expenses, such as worker’s compensation, health and 
dental insurance premiums. She stated the town had a total of 65 employees. Chief 
Mulholland reviewed the Police Department increases, such as dispatch costs, and stated 
that due to pay periods there were two additional pay periods in this budget. He stated 
there were no new positions and no plans to add any new positions in the next five years. 
Dana Clement stated the increases in the Sewer Dept. budget were due to the costs of 
goods and services and processing costs. He stated there were seven employees. The tax 
impact of the default budget and the operating budget were discussed. After discussion 
article 7 will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 8 


The Moderator read article 8 as followed: 
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To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two thousand five 
hundred dollars ($2,500) to be placed in the Police Computer Equipment Capital 
Reserve Fund. This article is recommended by the Board of Selectmen. This article is 
recommended by the Budget Committee 


It was noted the current balance in this Capital Reserve Fund was $4,519.69. With no 
discussion, article 8 will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 9 


The Moderator read article 9 as followed: 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two thousand five hundred 
dollars ($2,500) to be placed in the Police Cruiser Capital Reserve Fund. This article is 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget 
Committee. 


It was noted the current balance in this Capital Reserve Fund was $12,955.48. With no 
discussion, article 9 will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 10 


The Moderator read article 10 as followed: 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Six thousand dollars ($6,000) 
to be placed in the Police Safety Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. This article is 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget 
Committee. With no discussion, article 10 will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 11 
The Moderator read article 11 as followed: 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Seven thousand dollars 
($7,000) to be placed in the Special Revenue D.A.R.E. Fund. This is a Special Warrant 
Article. This article is recommended by the Board of Selectmen. This article is recommended 
by the Budget Committee. 


[It was noted the current balance in this Capital Reserve Fund was approximately $1,500.00. 
With no discussion, article 11 will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 12 


The Moderator read article 12 as followed: 
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To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five-thousand dollars 
($5,000) to be placed in the Public Safety Revolving Fund established under the 
provisions of RSA 31:95-h to be used specifically for the response by public safety 
services to a disaster declared by the Board of Selectmen. With no discussion, article 12 
will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 13 


The Moderator read article 13 as followed: 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $191,000 (One Hundred 
Ninety-One Thousand Dollars) to be offset by 25% to be raised by taxation in the amount of 
Forty-seven thousand, seven hundred and fifty dollars ($47,750) as the Town’s 25% matching 
funds and expend an additional One hundred forty-three thousand two hundred fifty dollars 
($143,250) from the State of New Hampshire, 75% matching funds through the Hazard 
Mitigation Grant (Department of Homeland Security and Emergency Management). Said 
funds to be used to re-construction the Mt. Delight Rd. culvert and associated planning, 
engineering & construction costs. This article is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget Committee. 


Judy Silva requested a status report. Chief Mulholland stated that there were federal funds 
available. He stated there were nine homes affected and there was a period of forty-eight 


hours that residents could not get services. With no further discussion article 13, will appear on 
the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 14 


The Moderator read article 14 as followed: 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two thousand five hundred 
dollars ($2,500) to be added to the Town Safety Expendable Trust Fund. This article is 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget 
Committee. With no discussion article 14 will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 15 


The Moderator read article 15 as followed: 


To raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty Thousand dollars ($20,000) to be placed into the 
Allenstown Fire Department Safety Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. This article is 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the Budget Committee. 


It was noted the current balance in this Capital Reserve Fund was $10,429.00. With no 
discussion article 15 will appear on the ballot as read. 
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ARTICLE 16 


The Moderator read article 16 as followed: 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to enter into a ten year lease agreement 
for Four Hundred Fifty Thousand dollars ($450,000) to replace the Allenstown Fire 
Department’s 1976 American LaFrance (Engine 2), 1981 American LaFrance (Engine |) and 
1960 Tanker with new 2500 gallon pumper/tanker truck and to raise and appropriate Fifty- 
Five Thousand Seven Hundred dollars ($55,700) for the first year’s payment for that purpose. 


This lease agreement contains an escape clause. This article is recommended by the Board of 


Selectmen and the Budget Committee. 


Carol Angowsk1 asked what was being done with the three vehicles being replaced. Fire 
Chief Everett Chaput stated the three vehicles would be disposed of at the discretion of the 
Board of Selectmen. The options were they could be traded-in, put out to auction or donated 
to a less fortunate department. He stated the three vehicles were old, antiquated and in poor 
condition. He stated he is asking to replace the three vehicles with one, and will not come 
forward in future years requesting to replace the two remaining vehicles. With no further 
discussion article 16, will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 17 


The Moderator read article 17 as followed: 


-To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to enter into a five year lease 
agreement for Thirty-Six Thousand Eight Hundred dollars ($36,800) to purchase a Skid 
Steerer and raise and appropriate the sum of Eight Thousand Two Hundred Ninety-Three 
dollars ($8293) for the first year’s payment for that purpose. This lease agreement contains an 
escape clause. This article is not recommended by the Board of Selectmen. This article is not 
recommended by the Budget Committee. 


Carol Angowski asked what a Skid Steerer was. Chris Roy stated it was a small piece of 
equipment with snowblower attachments. It would have the capacity to clear sidewalks 


instead of paying $250 per storm or $75 per hour for sweeping sidewalks and streets. With no 
further discussion article 17, will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 18 


The Moderator read article 18 as followed: 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to enter into five year lease agreement 
for Eighty-three Thousand Nine Hundred ($83,900) dollars to purchase a Highway 
Department Loader and to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty-Two Thousand Eight 
Hundred dollars ($22,800) for the first year’s payment for that purpose. This lease agreement 
contains an escape clause. This article is recommended by the Board of Selectmen. This 
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article is recommended by the Budget Committee. With no discussion article 18 will appear on 
the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 19 : 


The Moderator read article 19 as followed: 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand dollars 
($10,000) to be added to the Highway Garage Capital Reserve Fund. This article is 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget 
Committee. 


It was noted the current balance in this Capital Reserve Fund was $75,448. With no discussion 
article 19 will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 20 


The Moderator read article 20 as followed: 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand dollars 
($10,000) to be added to the Landfill Closure Capital Reserve Fund. This article is 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget 
Committee. 


It was noted the current balance in this Capital Reserve Fund was $28,944. With no discussion 
article 20 will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 21 


The Moderator read article 21 as followed: 

To see if the Town will vote to change the purpose of the Town Hall Roof Capital Reserve Fund to the 
Town Hall Repairs, Maintenance and Renovation Gapital Reserve Fund. (2/3 vote required) This 
article is recommended by the Board of Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget 
Committee. 


It was noted the current balance in this Capital Reserve Fund was $9,603. It was explained 
that the cost of the new roof was less than the estimate and there remained a balance in the 


account. That is the reason for the change in purpose. With no further discussion article 21 will 
appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 22 


The Moderator read article 22 as followed: 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Thousand Five Hundred 
($2,500) dollars to be added to the current Recreation Capital Reserve Fund. This article is 
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recommended by the Board of Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget 
Committee. With no discussion article 22 will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 23 


The Moderator read article 23 as followed: 


To see if the Town will vote create a Capital Reserve Fund to be known as the Library Facility 
Capital Reserve Fund, for the purpose of planning, engineering, repairing and maintaining the 
portico and other parts of the exterior of the Allenstown Library and further to raise and 
appropriate the sum of Fifteen Thousand ($15,000) dollars to be placed in the fund and to 
name the Board of Trustees of the Allenstown Public Library as the Agents to expend. This 
article is not recommended by the Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget 
Committee. With no discussion article 23 will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 24 


The Moderator read article 24 as followed: 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Thousand Five Hundred 
($2,500) dollars to be placed in the Old Allenstown Meeting House Capital Reserve Fund. 
This article is recommended by the Board of Selectmen. This article is recommended by the 
Budget Committee. With no discussion article 24 will appear on the ballot as read. 


ARTICLE 25 


The Moderator read article 25 as followed: 


To see if the Town will vote to change the current method from electing a Road Agent for a 
term of three years to authorizing the Board of Selectmen to appoint a Road Agent, annually 
pursuant to RSA 231:62. The appointment of Road Agent will commence at the end of the 
current elected term in March 2010. 


A Motion was made by Sandy McKenney and seconded by Keith Raiche to amend Article 25 
to change the year from 2010 to 2009, in accordance with RSA 669:17-b. A Motion was 
made by Judy Silva and seconded by Keith Raiche to open this Article for discussion. Motion 
passed. By a show of hands, there were 34 votes in favor of amending Article 25 and no votes 
against. Article 25 will appear on the ballot as amended. 


ARTICLE 26- BY PETITION 


The Moderator read article 26 as followed: 
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The flooding of the Suncook in 2006 and 2007 was very costly to the residents and taxpayers 
of Allenstown. It is widely believed that the dams along the Suncook, including the Webster 
Mill Dam, could have been a major contributor to the severity of flooding in our town. This 
dam is owned and controlled by the Algonquin Power Fund, a corporation based in Ontario, 
Canada. The NH Dept. of Environmental Services claims that it cannot force the current dam 
owners to operate the dam in any different manner which could better control flooding. 
Therefore, in the interest of more responsive and responsible dam operation, we urge the 
Town of Allenstown to petition the State and NHDES Dam Management Bureau to arrange 
for authorization and control of this dam by the NHDES Dam Bureau, both in anticipation of a 
declared state of emergency as well as during a declared state of emergency in Allenstown. 
Furthermore, we declare that the Town petition the State to procure such control by whatever 
means necessary, including but not limited to, revocation of the right to operate the dam, and 
or the taking of the dam by means of eminent domain. This is to be done in the interest of 
public safety. If passed, the Board of Selectmen is hereby authorized and encouraged to 
petition our local state representatives, senators, and the governor to pursue such agreements 
with the dam’s owners. 


The question was asked whether there was a cost involved if this Article 1s passed, and it was 
stated there is no cost to pass this Article. William Dobe stated the flooding happened because 
nothing was done. This Article would authorize and encourage the selectmen to do something 
in the future so it doesn’t happen again. With no further discussion Article 26 will appear as 
read. 


Jim Rodgers reminded everyone of the informational meeting on Monday February 18, 2008 
at 7:00 at the parish Hall on School Street. 


A Motion was made by Roger Lafleur and seconded by Keith Raiche to adjourn. Motion 
passed. Meeting adjourned at 9:05 p.m.

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Annual Report of the Board of Selectmen 2008 


Two thousand and eight was a very challenging year for the Allenstown community, its 
residents, town officials, department staff, and the country as a whole. The dramatic 
down turn in the economy has affected everyone. In March, residents voted down the 
proposed budget and all money related warrant articles. As a result, the town was faced 
with its second consecutive default budget. 


This in turn caused the Board of Selectman to make several changes to help reduce 
costs and curb spending. One such change was enacting a hard spending freeze for any 
purchases over $50. Additionally, the Town was able to reduce its’ costs in several 
different areas. This was a result of renegotiating the pricing of some of its contracted 
services, Moving some services in-house, or changing the fees that we charge for certain 
services. Lastly the Board and police department have been working in earnest to 
stabilize and reduce the skyrocketing costs for police dispatch services. We have been 
working in conjunction with the Merrimack County Sheriffs office on a plan to 
transition dispatch services to the Sheriffs office. Should this change take place this 
year, it will result in a large cost savings that will be realized immediately. 


The Board is constantly asking department heads for cost cutting proposals and ways to 
keep expenses at a minimum, while still delivering the critical services that the Town’s 
residents have come to expect, and ultimately deserve. Some of the additional cost 
savings include but are not limited to: fire alarm inspection services, Town Hall copier 
maintenance and service agreement, employees Health Insurance, and the cost for 
website hosting for the Town’s website. In another cost saving measure, the BOS 
decided to move all of its vehicle preventative maintenance and minor repairs in house- 
to the highway department. This ended up saving the town 60% of the cost on things 
such as oil and air filter changes, tire rotations, and minor repair and replacements of 
broken or worn out parts. 


The Town had many unplanned expenses as a result of its aging vehicle fleet and aging 
buildings. The roof at the highway garage had to be repaired due to a partial collapse. 
Both the Fire Department and Highway department had many emergency repairs to 
their aging vehicle fleets. Even with all of these unplanned expenses the Town once 
again managed to have enough cash on hand to eliminate the need to borrow any 
monies for the daily operations of the Town. This is a streak that has not been broken 
since 1998. Additionally to this the Board was able to use surplus money ($250,000 
this year) to help offset the tax rate for the residents of Allenstown. 


During 2008, the BOS either initiated or participated in several projects, from Federal 
Grant Applications to new ordinances and town regulations, and internal audits. The 
town was awarded New Hampshire’s first ever Grant for Flood Mitigation Assistance, 
for those properties effected by the floods on Riverside Park Drive, Jill Eric Road, and 
Albin Ave. We have started the process of Phase 2 of this project with another 
application for those properties, which were not chosen 1n our Phase | grant. We also 
pursued another grant for Hazard Mitigation for those properties affected by flooding on 
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Jasper Drive. The town received word of approval for this grant in January of 2009. 
Lastly, the BOS agreed to sign on as the sponsors for an emergency Community 
Development Block Grant for the Suncook River Restoration Project. The intended use 
of the grant money 1s to aid in the remediation of the Suncook River Avulsion, which 
occurred in Epsom back in 2006. The BOS also kicked off many ordinances and 
regulations initiatives this year. Some examples include a Town Blasting Ordinance, a 
Town Driveway and Street Construction Regulation. The BOS also expanded parking 
restrictions on several streets allowing for better traffic flow for emergency vehicles and 
safety to the general public. The BOS requested and received two independent audits of 
the police department. The BOS also requested several audits that covered all of the 
town’s operating processes and procedures. The BOS 1s in the process of reviewing, and 
refining many existing, processes and procedures in order to enhance the effectiveness 
and security of the day-to-day operation of the town. The BOS has established a 
priority list and is actively working on implementing several new processes and 
procedures, which have never before been put in place. 


The BOS recognizes that the outlook for the world economy in the coming year does 
not look so good. The Board will strive to continue looking at ways of reducing 
expenses and cutting costs wherever possible. The Board would also like the residences 
of Allenstown to have a renewed sense of hope and confidence that things will change 
for the Town of Allenstown. The Board plans to do this by working closely with the 
Planning Board to establish growth development plans, seek Federal Assistance where 
applicable, and improving the Town’s infrastructure so that new industry and 
commercial property 1s developed in town. 


In closing, we would like to thank all of the employees of Allenstown for their hard 
work and dedication during this difficult past year. We would also like to thank the all 
of the members of volunteer boards in Allenstown for their service.

I would like to take this opportunity to thank everyone in town for your help and patience. I 
would like to thank the staff at Town Hall who has been a tremendous help in making my 
position here that much easier. Remember if you have any questions regarding whether you need 
a permit, don’t hesitate to call and ask, violations can get expensive, information 1s free. 


We had a total of 268 permits issued, and 15 Code Violations. I want to thank the residents of 
Allenstown in decreasing the amount of violations this year from previous years, there are 30 
less violations this year than last. The breakdown of those permits issued ts as follows:

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OFFICE OF EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


We were fortunate in 2008 in that we escaped the major flooding that has plagued 
our community for the last two years. The Mt. Delight Rd. culvert did sustain flood 
damage for the third year ina row. Unfortunately the warrant article to receive 75% 
grant funding through FEMA to reconstruct the culvert was defeated by the voters in 
March. There is a warrant article before the voters again to try to complete this project in 
2009. 


The Ice Storm of December 2008 directly impacted 20% of our residents or 
approximately 1,000 people. Electric power was not restored to some residences for a 
week. As in previously federally declared disasters the town was able to apply for and 
receive 75% matching funds for emergency response and infrastructure repair costs that 
occurred during the event. 


We continue to utilize FEMA grant funds to conduct training exercises to enhance 
our ability to work as a team and provide better response during emergencies. In 2008 
we conducted a command post exercise to test our abilities to manage a hazardous 
materials incident that would involve the evacuation of affected neighborhoods. We also 
conducted a full scale exercise that tested police and fire response to a hostage scenario 
as well as a major structure fire. This again tested our unified command and control 
capabilities across the town departments, mutual aid police and fire departments, and the 
Central New Hampshire Special Operations Unit. 


After each exercise and actual disaster we conduct an after action review to 
determine what functions were performed well and those that need to be improved. 
These written AARs and their corrective action plans all us to improve the performance 
of our first responders in future incidents. 


The town received grant funding this year to revise our Hazard Mitigation Plan. 
A collaborative group of department heads revised this plan and it has been submitted for 
review by the State Office of Emergency Management. 


The town was awarded a Flood Mitigation Assistance Grant to purchase fourteen 
homes in the Riverside Dr./Albin Ave. area. FEMA has awarded the town just over $2.1 
million dollars in funding to purchase and demolish these homes. No new homes can be 
built on these properties. The State of New Hampshire is in the appropriations process to 
award its portion, $650,000 for the project. The goal is to complete this project by the 
end of 2009. A Phase II grant was applied for to purchase additional homes in this area 
as part of the 2009 round of federal funding. 

The goals for 2009 are to continue to train town staff from all departments to 
ensure as high a state of readiness as possible to respond to the disasters that we seem to 
face on a routine basis. We will continue to pursue grant funding to mitigate hazards to 
the community, purchase equipment, update plans and conduct training exercises.

FIRE CHIEF 


The year 2008 was another busy year for the fire department. Members spent over 1000 
hours training on various topics that included EMS, Forestry, Incident Command, Technical Rescue 
and Fire Suppression. Members also spent numerous hours doing various activities that included 
Building Maintenance, Public Education, Hydrant Shoveling, Station Storm Coverage, Holiday and 
Weekend Stipend Coverage and Traffic Details. 


As always the fire department has done the best it can to maintain the apparatus. Numerous 
repairs were needed this year for our aged fleet. All totaled, the fire department spent around 
$30,000.00 on various emergency and non-emergency repairs. This is well above the $11,000.00 
afforded us in the default budget. The fire department desperately needs to replace the aged fleet of 
apparatus that we currently operate. The industry expected life span is 20 years for a fire truck and 
currently we have three trucks that are 28 to 49 years old. Two of the trucks are 18 years old and 1 
truck is 6 years old. The average age of the fleet is 25.3 years. | realize that the cost of apparatus is 
not cheap, but the need to replace some of these trucks is quickly becoming desperate. 


In September of 2008 | notified the Board of Selectmen that | was not seeking reappointment 

~ to the position of Fire Chief in April of 2009. As | write this | wish to acknowledge some of the people 
who have touched me personally over the last 24 years that | have been with the fire department. First 
| wish to acknowledge all of the former Chiefs that | have worked for, Chief Roger Letendre, Chief 
Donald Peloquin, Chief Richard Martel and Chief Richard Verville. | offer each of you a sincere thank 
you for serving in this position. 


| also wish to thank the Board of Selectmen for placing their faith in me to lead this department 
for the last 5 2 years. The experience has been challenging and rewarding at the same time. 


Lastly | wish to extend my most sincere thank you to the men and women of the Allenstown 
Fire Department and the Allenstown FD Women’s Auxiliary. Both of these organizations consist of 
some of the most talented and dedicated people | have ever had the pleasure of working with. You are 
to be commended for your dedication to both your organizations and your community. | will miss each 
and every one of you and | offer my heartfelt thanks for your service during my time as Chief. Good 
luck to all of you and the town as we work through these challenging times.

Summer 2008, Triple E is still a concern to the residents of Allenstown. In 2008 the State had 
reported 0 positive bird cases, 8 positive mosquito pools, 1 positive Emu infection, and 0 Human 
cases. West Nile Virus is still a concern to the residents of Allenstown. In 2008 the State had 
reported 0 birds testing positive for the West Nile Virus 0 Human cases and 1 Mosquito pool 


tested positive.

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


To the Residents of Allenstown: 


2008 was the year of snow and ice. The Highway Department spent a great deal of 
the year plowing, sanding, and salting. Highway also took on the maintenance of the 
Police Department, Building Department in addition to our vehicles. Highway will save 
$20,000 to $30,000 per year by doing these repairs in- house. We upgraded a culvert 
on River Road, as well as replacing a catch basin & repaving the area which was a 
FEMA project. 


There were many changes at the transfer station. By separating the demolition from 
our everyday trash we decrease our tonnage to Penacook, which saves the town 
money. The Town received a Waste Oil Grant to replace the waste oil furnace at the 
Highway garage; this allows us to recycle used motor oil, which residents normally just 
discard, to heat the Highway Garage. So please bring us your used oil! 


In the coming year, the Highway Department will be upgrading the Main Street 
sidewalks from the junction of Ferry Street to Granite Street, with a Safe Routes to 
School Grant. The Town will continue to be aggressive in finding grant money to 
upgrade more sidewalks.

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PLANNING BOARD 


During the past year the Planning Board met in public session every first and third 
Wednesday of the month, held special Public Hearings, and did site walks. There were 
Public Hearings held at the request of applicants as well as Public Hearings at which the 
Board considered long range land use planning issues, and amendments to the Zoning 
Ordinances. 


Some of the larger projects reviewed and approved by the Planning Board include: 
Woodridge Estates Phase IV, drafting a Blasting Ordinance for the towns consideration, 
creating a new Driveway Regulation, an Earth Excavation Regulation, and an 
amendment to the Flood Plan Ordinance. 


One of the more complex projects undertaken was the creation of a new Capital 
Improvement Plan. There were many CIP meetings held over a seven-month period. 
James Rodger, and John Anderson chaired the CIP sub-committee; all department 
heads took part as well as two interested citizens, Stephanie Cheney, and Felicia 
Rodger. The entire board reviewed and approved this plan. The CIP outlines various 
capital projects for a six-year period, which will be an extremely useful budgetary 
planning tool for the town. 


Members of the board include: Jeff Gryval, Bob Lee, John Anderson, James Rodger, 
Selectman ex-officio Roger LaFleur, and Steve Blethen alternant. Donna Gryval 
volunteered to serve as acting recording secretary until the recent hire of Tanya Davis. 
We welcome Tanya and thank Donna for her time and service she will be missed. The 
accomplishments of this year also would not have been possible without the assistance 
received from the staff at the town hall, Kelley Collins, and Cindy Baird, and Code 
Enforcement Officer Clifford Jones, and Road Agent Chris Roy.

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ALLENSTOWN POLICE DEPARTMENT 





This year was another very active year for the police department. This was the first 
year in which the department suffered the layoff of personnel. The second year of a budget 
default has resulted in reductions in service. Budget cuts forced the cancellation of the 
DARE program. The DARE program has been taught in our schools for just over nine 
years. This was the only dedicated crime prevention program that the department had. 
However, the police department continues to strive to provide the highest level of service to 
its citizens with the resources available. 


Unfortunately the difficult economic times add to the amount of criminal activity. The 
department saw an increase in calls for service of just over 4% this year. This has reversed 
the pattern of a steady decline in the number of calls for service for the last four years until 
2008. 


The department has been faced with significant cost increases for dispatch services. 
The cost increased 50% in 2008 and an additional 50% in 2009. We presently contract for 
dispatch services with the Bow Police Department. We are working closely with the 
Merrimack County Sheriffs Department to contract for dispatch services at a significantly 
reduced cost. The tentative timeline for transition is scheduled for July of 2009. 


Katherine Rogers, our prosecuting attorney, was elected as the County Attorney for 
Merrimack County. We are examining a variety of solutions to provide prosecutorial 
services as she has moved into her new position with the county.

To the Citizens of Allenstown: 


The Towns growth continues to be limited under the State imposed moratorium on wastewater 
connections. This restriction will remain until additional sewer system capacity becomes 
available through either a wastewater treatment plant expansion/upgrade or, the elimination of 
extraneous flow from the sewer system. 


In light of previous failures of plant expansion proposals, the Sewer Commission has 
developed an alternative limited proposal. This proposal would lift the moratorium and 
provide the Town with an estimated six hundred sewer connections. The Sewer Commission 
hopes all voters will take a serious look at this issue when voting in 2009, as it can have a 
significant impact on the future of the Town. 


Improvements undertaken at the treatment plant in 2008 include adding “anoxic selectors” to 
the treatment process. These units can improve overall treatment capabilities, as well as 
enhance performance. Along with the selectors, fine bubble diffusers were also added to 
improve treatment performance and reduce electrical costs. The new truck scale specifications - 
were submitted to New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services for approval. Once 
approved the project will go out to public bid. It should be noted that all costs to the Town 

for these projects are funded from septage truck revenue and not sewer user fees. As always, 
the Sewer Commission will be pursuing all other available sources of funding for all of their 
projects. 


On the Allenstown coilection system, the Sewer Commission continues to work towards 
decreasing inflow and infiltration of the sewer system. A flow study was conducted to isolate 
areas of Town that have the most extraneous flow. This study, along with the previous 
television inspection study will enable the Commission to concentrate its future repair efforts in 
the most effective areas. With the Towns NPDES permit renewal in 2010, work of this nature 
will be required to be funded and performed in an ongoing basis to continually maintain the 
sewer collection system and reduce inflow and infiltration.

2008 ALLENSTOWN WELFARE TOWN REPORT 





To the Residents of Allenstown: 


Despite increased rent, heat and food costs and increased numbers of applicants in need, the 
Welfare Dept has remained within budget for 2008. In 2008, the Welfare Department met with 
over 300 applicants from Allenstown residents to review their eligibility for assistance. In 
keeping with the Welfare assistance guidelines those who qualified for assistance received limited 
funds for help with basic need debt such as rent, heat, electricity, food, pharmaceuticals and 
burials. Basic need expenses do not include cell phones, car insurance payments, or credit card 
payment, bail or personal loans are not considered, among other things. 


Throughout 2008, the Welfare Department met with and spoke to an average of 5 — 7 applicants 
during a 20 hour week. The Town also refers applicants to other local and State agencies and 
required to access any available assistance from sources. In 2008, $33,080.21 was approved to 
meet basic need debt of Allenstown’s qualified applicants. In 2008, $53,328.61 was denied as the 
applicant did not meet the assistance qualifications. The substantial majority of the allotted 
money went to rent and heat payment. 


The Allenstown Welfare Guidelines, approved in 1995, have been updated. The guidelines tailor 
the more general State Welfare statutes, RSA 165, to specific use by Allenstown. Also, the 
Welfare Department has created the first Excel Document detailing the Welfare Liens placed on 
property in Allenstown going back to 2006 in keeping with NH RSA 165:28. Throughout 2008, 
new liens have been filed with the Merrimack County Registry of Deeds. Also, Allenstown 
Welfare has updated the Allowable Assistance Payments from 2006 to current 2008 levels. 
Allowable Assistance is a median number assigned by the Town to monthly costs for rent, food, 
transportation and maintenance developed by careful research of local area cost throughout the 
year.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Allenstown, in the County of Merrimack, New Hampshire, qualified to 


vote in Town affairs: You are hereby notified to meet at the Allenstown Elementary School on 


Saturday, January 31, 2009 at 8:30 a.m. with a snow date of Thursday, February 5, 2009 at 7:00 p.m. 
for the purpose of transacting all business other than voting by official ballot and thereafter to meet on 


Tuesday, March 10, 2009 between 8:00 a.m. and 7:00 p.m. at the Allenstown Elementary School, to 


elect officers, vote on Zoning articles and to vote on all warrant articles from the first session by official 


ballot. 


ARTICLE 1 


Are you in favor of adoption of amendment number 1 as proposed by the Allenstown Planning Board 
for the Allenstown Zoning Ordinance necessary to comply with the requirements of the national flood 


Insurance Program as follows: 
To amend Article XII (Item VII) by inserting the following as the new section number 5: 


The Conservation Commission shall obtain, review, and reasonably utilize any flood data available from 
Federal, State, or other sources as criteria for requiring that all development located in Zone A meet the 


following floodway requirement: 


No encroachments, including fill, new construction, substantial improvements, and other development 


are allowed within the floodway. 
This article is recommended by the Planning Board. 


ARTICLE 2 


Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. 2 as proposed by the Planning Board for the Town 


of Allenstown Zoning Ordinance as follows: Establishing Article XXII, Blasting Ordinance, generally 
regulating the use, possession, storage, manufacture, and transportation of explosive material in the 


Town of Allenstown ? 

ARTICLE 3 

To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 
ARTICLE 4 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,550,000 (gross budget) for 
the financing of an improvement to increase the capacity of the Town of Allenstown Wastewater 
Treatment Facility through the installation of equipment, and to authorize the issuance of not 
more than $1,500,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal 
Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds or 
notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon; and to further authorize the Selectmen to 
contract for and expend any Federal, State or other aid that may be available for this project; 
Furthermore to authorize the use of up to $50,000 from the December 31 fund balance for this 
purpose (this amount is equivalent to the interest earned on bond proceeds transferred to the 
general fund on or before December 31); and to take all other action necessary to carry out and 
complete this project. Repayment of the cost of this project will be shared by the Town of 
Allenstown and the Town of Pembroke pursuant to an agreement between their respective 
sewer commissions which provides that Pembroke will reimburse Allenstown for Pembroke's 
share of the cost, which share shall be % or 50% of the cost. Therefore, the Town of 
Allenstown's share of the total cost is $775,000, (50%) and the Town of Pembroke's share of 
the cost is $775,000, (50%). 3/5-ballot vote required, pursuant to SB2. This article is 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen and is recommended by the Budget Committee 
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ARTICLE 5 


Shall the Town of Allenstown raise and appropriate as an operating -budget, not including 
appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the amounts set 
forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended by vote of the first session, for the purposes 
set forth therein, totaling Five million three hundred thirty-eight thousand nine hundred eighty-one 
dollars ($5,338,981) Should this article be defeated, the default budget shall be Five million one 
hundred twenty-five thousand nine hundred thirty-one dollars ($5,125,931) which is the same as last © 
year, with certain adjustments required by previous action of the Town of Allenstown or by law, or the 
governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13 X and XVI, to take up the 
issue of a revised operations budget only. 

NOTE: This warrant article (operating budget) does not include appropriations in ANY other warrant 
article. 


ARTICLE 6 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two thousand five hundred dollars 
($2,500) to be placed in the Police Computer Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. This article is 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget Committee 


ARTICLE 7 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500) 
to be placed in the Police Cruiser Capital Reserve Fund. This article is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget Committee. 


ARTICLE 8 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Six thousand dollars ($6,000) to be placed in 
the Police Safety Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. This article is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget Committee. 


ARTICLE 9 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to be placed 
in the Special Revenue D.A.R.E. Fund. This is a Special Warrant Article. This article is recommended by 
the Board of Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget Committee. 


ARTICLE 10 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $191,000 (One Hundred Ninety-One 
Thousand Dollars) to be offset by 25% to be raised by taxation in the amount of Forty-seven thousand, seven 
hundred and fifty dollars ($47,750) as the Town’s 25% matching funds and expend an additional One 
hundred forty-three thousand two hundred fifty dollars ($143,250) from the State of New Hampshire, 75% 
matching funds through the Hazard Mitigation Grant (Department of Homeland Security and Emergency 
Management), under FEMA program 404. Said funds to be used to re-construct the Mt. Delight Rd. 
culvert and associated planning, engineering & construction costs. 
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ARTICLE 11 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five thousand dollars ($5,000) to be added 
to the Town Safety Expendable Trust Fund. This article is recommended by the Board of Selectmen. This 
article is recommended by the Budget Committee. 


ARTICLE 12 


To raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty Thousand dollars ($20,000) to be placed into the Allenstown 
Fire Department Safety Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. This article is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen and the Budget Committee. 


ARTICLE 13 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty-two thousand dollars ($32,000) to 
be added to the existing Highway Department Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. This article is 
recommended by the Board of Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget Committee 


ARTICLE 14 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Five thousand dollars ($5,000) to be 
added to the existing Public Safety Facilities Capital Reserve Fund. This article is recommended by 
the Board of Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget Committee. 


ARTICLE 15 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to enter into a five year lease agreement for 
One hundred thirty-four thousand five hundred sixty dollars ($134,560) to lease a 2009 International 
Six Wheel Truck (which includes plow, wing, conventional body with built in sander) and further to 
authorize the first year’s lease payment in the amount of Thirty thousand one hundred ninety-six and 48 
cents ($30,196.48). This lease agreement contains an escape clause. 

This article is recommended by the Board of Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget 
Committee. 


ARTICLE 16 


To see if the Town wiil vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand dollars ($10,000) to be added 
to the Highway Garage Capital Reserve Fund. This article is recommended by the Board of Selectmen.

ARTICLE 17 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ten Thousand dollars ($10,000) to be added 
to the Landfill Closure Capital Reserve Fund. This article is recommended by the Board of Selectmen.

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ARTICLE 18 


To see if the Town will vote to change the purpose of the Town Hall Roof Capital Reserve Fund to the 
Town Hall Repairs, Maintenance and Renovation Capital Reserve Fund. (2/3 vote required) 


ARTICLE 19 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two Thousand Five Hundred ($2,500) dollars 
to be added to the current Recreation Capital Reserve Fund. This article is recommended by the Board of 
Selectmen. This article is recommended by the Budget Committee. 


ARTICLE 20 


To see if the Town will vote to change the current method from electing a Road Agent for a term of three 
years to authorizing the Board of Selectmen to appoint a Road Agent, annually pursuant to RSA 231:62. 
The appointment of the Road Agent will commence at the end of the current elected term in March 2010. 


ARTICLE 21 — BY PETITION 


Will the citizens of Allenstown N.H. enact a tax/spending cap for the purposes of regulating the annual 
town and school budgets. The cap will be effective within 30 days from the town voting day in the year 
2009. The cap will be adjusted annually by the rate of inflation set forth by the national consumer price 
index from the previous year. Having a maximum annual increase of 2% from the previous year tax 
assessment. This warrant article is not legally binding as the voters already have direct control over the 
appropriations of the town. 


ARTICLE 22 — BY PETITION 


To see if the Town will vote to approve the following resolution to be forwarded to our State 
Representatives, our State Senator and our Governor: 


“Resolved: We the citizens of Allenstown, NH believe in a New Hampshire that is just and fair. The 
property tax has become unjust and unfair. State leaders who take a pledge for no new taxes 
perpetuate higher and higher property taxes. We call on our State Representatives, our State Senator 
and our Governor to reject the “Pledge”, have an open discussion covering all options, and adopt a 
revenue system that is just and fair.

2008 ANNUAL REPORT TO BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


This report is presented to the Board of Directors of the Capital Area Fire Compact as a 
summary of general activities for the 2008 calendar year. It is also forwarded to the governing 
bodies of the Compact’s member communities for informational purposes. 


The Compact departments provide emergency fire and rescue services, including emergency 
dispatching, to its twenty member communities. The Compact’s operational area is 711 square 
miles with a resident population of 124,827. We also provide and receive mutual aid responses 
with communities beyond our member area. 


Dispatch services are provided by the City of Concord Fire Department’s Communications 
Center utilizing eight shift dispatchers and the Dispatch Supervisor. Fire and Emergency 
Medical dispatched calls totaled 21,967 in 2008. We continue to be one of the busiest regional 
dispatch centers in New Hampshire. The detailed activity report by community is attached. 


The Chief Coordinator responded to 152 incidents in 2008, assisted departments with 
management functions on major incidents, and participated with Chief Officers on mutual aid 
response planning. Data entry of dispatch information is handled at the Compact’s administrative 
office utilizing a part-time Administrative Assistant. The Chief Coordinator continued to 
participate on several state and regional committees that affect mutual aid operations. 

The 2007 Command Vehicle responds to all major mutual aid incidents and is available to 
function as a Command Post. 


In 2008, the State of New Hampshire suffered heavy damage from severe weather conditions. 
One of these major events was a tornado that touched down in the Deerfield/Epsom area on July 
24" and quickly traveled northerly ending in the Ossipee area. This event caused heavy property 
destruction and the loss of a life. The other major event was a severe ice storm in December in 
the southern sections of New Hampshire. Heavy ice damage caused major power outages 
affecting upwards of 300,000 residents and businesses for many days. These events tested the 
resources of many public safety agencies, including the Compact. Although many of our 
member communities were directly damaged, we were able to play a major role in providing 
personnel and equipment resources during both of these events to other communities. Most of 
these responses were provided through use of the New Hampshire Fire Mobilization Plan, a 
response plan that the Compact heavily supports and participates in. 


With the aid of Homeland Security grant funding, we continue to move forward toward 
completion of radio upgrades to digital capability. The installation of a digital capable radio 
console is in progress at Fire Alarm Dispatch as this report is being written.

We appreciate and thank the team members for their dedication in providing this 
important emergency service.

The Commission's mission is to comply with State statute by preparing and adopting regional plans and a 
regional housing needs assessment and by evaluating developments of regional impact, to provide data, 
information, training, and high-quality, cost-effective services to our member communities, to advocate for 
our member communities and assist and encourage them in inter municipal endeavors, and to coordinate 
our efforts with the other regional planning commissions in New Hampshire. 


On behalf of the Town of Allenstown in 2008, CNHRPC staff: 


Provided technical assistance to local officials and citizens, as issues related to land use, 
transportation, environmental, economic, and general planning. 


Coordinated and administrated CTAP (Community Technical Assistance Program), assisting 
communities including Allenstown, which will be among those most impacted by increasing traffic 
Capacities on I-93 to the Massachusetts state line. CTAP projects included preparing an updated 
CIP as a CTAP Local Discretionary grant, beginning the town's build-out analysis, and completed 
an open space planning audit.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE TOWN OF ALLENSTOWN 


The Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Association (CRVNA) continues to offer 
comprehensive health services to the residents of Allenstown. The following is a 
description of these services: 


Home Care services respond to the health care needs of those patients with acute or chronic 
illnesses that require skilled professional and paraprofessional care so they may return to or 
remain in their homes. Emphasis is on promoting independence and maximum functioning 
of the patient within the least restrictive setting. Patients who receive services range from 
children who have a complex medical condition to frail elders who require supportive 
assistance to stay in their own homes. 


Hospice services provide professional and paraprofessional services to the terminally ill 
patient with a limited life expectancy. The goal is to enhance the quality of the patient's 
remaining life by helping he/she remain at home in comfort and dignity. Emphasis is on 
pain and symptom management and skilled intervention to meet the patient's special 
physical, emotional and spiritual needs. 


CRVNA’s Hospice House provides residential care to terminally ill patients who have no 
primary caregiver or need a supported residential setting. Often times patients are 
transferred into the Hospice House when a caregiver 1s exhausted and unable to care for 
them at home any longer. To date, this house has provided a home to approximately 700 
terminally ill residents. 


Community Health services include health education, health maintenance and preventive 
health services. The program includes preventive care, adult and senior health, child health, 
Baby's First Homecoming, immunizations for all ages, supportive services to school districts 
parent education and support, health education and nutritional counseling. 


Community Health includes health promotion services which focus on the low and marginal 
income families and individuals to prevent illness by professional assessment and screening 
for health risks and needs, by early intervention to prevent, eliminate, or minimize the 
impact of illness and/or disability, and by anticipatory guidance and health teaching. 
Emphasis is on promoting healthy children, families and individuals through early 
intervention and health teaching. Services rendered in the clinic setting are: child health, 
adult screening, and immunizations. Home visits are made in crisis situations or when 
needed health care cannot be given in the clinic. Senior health services are provided at 
congregate housing sites. 


Over the past two years Senior Health Clinics have expanded to reach out to seniors who 
may require a monthly check by a nurse of their blood sugar, blood pressure, and/or diabetes 
management. The expansion of these services was in response to the decrease in Medicare 
services to seniors. 


Professional and paraprofessional hourly home services are provided on a private fee-for- 
service basis. Health education and instruction are part of each home visit or clinic visit. 
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Anyone in Allenstown may request service: patient, doctor, health facility, pastor, friend or 
neighbor. The nurse who completes an assessment will coordinate with the patient’s 
physician a plan of care to meet the patient’s specific needs. If the patient does not have a 
physician the nurse will assist the patient to identify one and schedule a visit. The agency 
has developed a program 

with the NH-Dartmouth Family Practice Residency Program to coordinate a house call visit 
by a resident to a frail elder’s home who is unable to leave his/her home.

A call to Concord Regional Visiting Nurse Association (1-800-924-8620) is all that is 
necessary to start services or make inquiries. The CRVNA office is open Monday through 
Friday from 7:30am to 5:00pm. A nurse is on call twenty-four hours a day. The On-Call 
Nurse can be reached by calling 1-800-924-8620. 


Federal regulations specify a charge is applicable to all visits. Fees are scaled for the 
individual without health insurance and/or who is unable to pay the full charge. However, 
to fee scale, federal regulations require a financial statement be completed by the patient or 
responsible person. The community health services are provided to residents often times 
free of charge. Town monies subsidize those visits that are scaled or for which no fee is 
collectible. 


This agency is certified as a Medicare/Medicaid Provider, licensed by the State of New 
Hampshire, and is a member agency of the United Way of Merrimack County.

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UNH Cooperative Extension Merrimack County 


UNH Cooperative Extension, the public outreach arm of the University of New Hampshire, has engaged 
New Hampshire residents for 94 years with a broad variety of non-formal educational offerings. One in 
four Merrimack County residents took advantage of at least one Extension program last year. 


We offer programs in parenting, family finances, food safety, home gardening, 4-H (including clubs, 
camps, special interest programs and after school programs for children and teens), nutrition education 
for low-income families, and acculturation for refugee families. We respond to the needs of forest 
landowners, commercial farmers, niche growers, farmers’ markets, and many other groups. 


Merrimack County Extension educators also work extensively with towns and school districts, 
organizing and advising after-school programs, helping school and town groundskeepers maintain 
athletic fields, landscaped areas, and town forests. We provide guidance to community boards on 
current use, timber tax law, and other land-use issues. We also help social service agencies plan 
programs and stay current with the latest research and best practices. 


Our county staff participate—and sometimes take leadership roles—in many state and local coalitions, 
among them the Franklin and Concord Asset Building Coalitions, the Concord Substance Abuse 
Coalition, the Timberland Owners Association, N.H. Farm and Forest Exposition board, Ausbon 
Sargent Land Trust outreach committee, N.H. Association for Infant Mental Health, the state Marriage 
and Family Advisory Board, the N.H. Volunteer Administrators Association, and Pittsfield Youth 
Workshop. 


Merrimack County Extension provides fact-sheet notebooks to all town libraries and our educators often 
appear on WPTL Radio (107.7 FM), which offers information to residents throughout the station’s 
listening area. 


UNH Cooperative Extension operates a statewide toll-free Info Line (1-877-398-4769) at our Family, . 
Home & Garden Education Center, staffed Monday through Friday, 9:00 a.m. — 2:00 p.m., and 5:00 
p.m. to 7:30 p.m. on Wednesday evenings. Last year, the Info Line handled nearly 700 requests from 
Merrimack County residents. 


Finally, UNH Extension trains and supports more 5,000 volunteers statewide: 4-H leaders, master 
gardeners, wildlife coverts, community tree stewards, water quality monitors, marine docents, and 
others, who extend the reach of Extension programs into many domains of New Hampshire life. If 
volunteer opportunities interest you, please call Merrimack County Extension Office at 225-5505 or 
796-2151, or stop by the office at 315 Daniel Webster Highway in Boscawen next to the County 
Nursing Home on Route 3.
